The time of year has arrived when the ques tion 
must be generally considered of how the poor of 
the city are to be preserved against the actual 
starvation and suffering which would overcome 
them if no provision were made to prevent it by the 
more fortunate members of the community. 
question of diminishing the guffer- 
ings of the poor is one which never 
fais to appeal to the sympathies, and 
at the present time of the year, during the joyful 
month which extends from the happiness ‘of 
Thanksgiving Day to the joy of Christmas tide, and 
which toa large number of people brings the 
crowning accomplishments of a year of successful 
business operations, its claims upon those who have 
never been made to feel the pinch of want are made

- with special force. In this city the amount of as- 


sistance which is rendered annually to the poor can 
hardly be gauged with any close degree of 
correctness, because of the fact that 
there are several different charitable societies which 
conduct the work independently, but enough is 
known of their work to show that, in the aggregate, 
it is at least equal in importance to that done in any 
other city of equal size throughont the land, and 
that the sufferings of those in .want is greatly di- 
minished by the distribution of food, fuel and cloth- 
ing, which they continue to make during the period 
of greatest necessity, In the coming winter the 
work of these different societies promises 
to be unusually heavy, and their - claims 
for support upon the public are  propor- 
tionally strong. For several years past there 
have not been as many unemployed workmen in the 
city as at present, a condition of affairs which is 
not local, but extends all over the country. The 
natural consequence of such dullness of trade in its 
relation to charitable effort is disastrous in two di- 
rections, decreasing the sources of revenue for re- 
lief purposes, while it increases the number of those 
requiring assistance. Much of the money expended 
durmg the winter months in charity is obtained 
through the instrumentality of public entertain- 
ments in which, by giving an equivalent 
in the shape of an ob eggs amusement, the money 
of many is secured for charitable purposes whic 
otherwise would not be obtained. In duii times like 
the present such entertainments fail of as large 
attendance as in seasons of pe gyn ee a@ certain 
souree of revenue is cut off. It willtius be seen 
that the labor of raising money to be applied in the 
relief of the poor is likely to be more arduous this 
reason than for many t seasons and that there 
will be every occasion for the display of greater 
generosity than usual on the part of those who are 
accustomed to give annually te the cause without 
looking for equivalent of any kind.

For 
this reason the association hopes that the public 
will this year make as many andas liberal dona- 


tions as possible.” 
“How is the association off for money at 
” 


“It has about as much on hand as it had this timet 
last year, but, on account of the circumstance I 


have mentioned, we shall need a much larger addi- 
tional supply than we had last year to enable us to 
conduct the work with the success which we have 
been accustomed to.” 


“Upon the daysset apart for calling we receive 
applicants, hear what they have to say aud make 4 
list of their names, residences and condition. We 
aim if possible to supply reiief within two hours of 
the time the anplication is made,.and, in order that 
this may be done, our visitors start off upon their 
tours of investigation as soon as a sufficient 
number of names has _ been accu- 
mulated to provide one of them with a 
round trip. He makes good time on his journey, 
and as soon as he returns to headquarters the reiief 
is sent out by team in accordance with his report.” 

“You give no written orders for assistance?’ 

“No. We supply everything direct to the recip- 
ient. We make our own bread, and buy our coal 
and flour in bulk, so that what we distribute costs 
us as little as possible. By closely pursuing this 
system we are able, of course, to do the largest 
amount of good with the smaliest amount of money.” 

ST. VINCENT DE PAUL SOCIETY. 

The St. Vincent de Paul Relief Society is com- 
ed of the wealthiest and most influential Catho- 
ics of the city. Like the Provident Association, it 
conducts its work on a thoroughly systematic basis, 
and is thus enabled to supply the wants of its bene- 
ficiaries thoroughly and in the most expeclitious 
manner. The organization of this society is based 
upon that of the church to which its members be- 
long, each parish having a local 
relief society of its own which 
looks after the poor in that parish. The {presidents 
of the parish societies, whicha re known as confer- 
ences, are members of the central body, called the 
Council, which has the general supervision of the 
work. Each conference has full control over its 
own finances, but the Council, when one or more 
conferences find themselves inadequate to the task 
of coping with their loca! distress, supplies them 
with funds from the association's general fund, 
which is made up of the surpius left in tbe richer 
ishes, where the proportion of subscribers is 
any and that of sufferers small, and of 
the proceeds of such entertainments as may be 
ven for the benefit of the association at 
cone It can easily be@seen that with 
a conference of their well-to-do fellow-parishioners 
looking after them,and with the Council to fall 
back upon“in case of the local fund being inade- 
quate to the local wants, the poor of none of the 
parishes is going to be allowed to suffer while the 
society’s work is carried on, The money with which 

the society conducts its benevolent work is raisc 
by subscription within each parish, the general 
fund being raised in accordance with such pian as 
the Council may annually decide upon. This year 
the Council is desirous of raising money by giving 
a public entertainment, the feeling being that, 
while at present the demands upon the conferences’ 
resources do not, except ina ftew instances, press 
over heavily, there is every prospect that, 
with a hard winter, the necessity’ wiil 
arise for quite a large replenishment of the 
treasury. The nature of the entertainment has 
not yet been fully considered, but a committee con- 
sisting of Messrs. Louis Fusz, Joseph T. Donovan, 
J. Murphy. J. H. Hornsby and Judge P. 
Monaghan, to devise ways and means for raising 
money for the upper council, to be distmbured 
along the conferences which cannot sustain thern- 
selves; and they are at present engaged in discuss- 
ing the question of whether or not they shall re- 
quest the police authorities to assist them in the 
sale of tickets. ‘The division of sentiment on this 
question is not a serious one, and even if the very 
efficacious aid of the police department is not ob- 
tained, there is no doubt that the public at large 
will, when it is known that there is especial need 
for assistance, give a more than ordinarily generous 
support to whatever the Council decide upon as the 

best means for increasing their general fund. 

‘IT think that we shall require from $4,000 to 
$5,000 in the council treasury to carry us through 
the winter,”’ said 

MR, M. J. MURPHY 
to a Post-DispatcH reporter. “As yet, in my con- 
ference, St. Bridget’s, we have not experienced to 
date as heavy demands for assistance as last year 
during the same time. Infact the number of ap- 
lications thus far have not been more than half of 

t year’s. Still we must remember thatthe winter 
has n very mild thus far and that, aithough late 
in arriving, a season of prolenged coid miy appeur 
atany time. And then we have some conferences 
which already find themselves taxed to the utmost 
+to cope with the work on band. This is 
notabiy the case with the 6&t. Patrick's, 
St. Lawrence O’Tooie, St. John and 
two or three other parishes. The shutting down of 
several of the large manufacturing establishments 
has thrown a large number of men out of einpioy- 
ment. The suspension of operations in the Beicher 
Sugar Refinery bas deprived of emplovinent a large 
number of workmen in Parish. Tae 
closing of the Harrison Wire Works has vroughia 
heavy strain to bear upon the finances of tne St. 
Jobn Parish. All of these conferences will nee 
much more money than last year, and the Upper 
Council is devising the best means of supplying the 
deficiency.” 

Before closing Mr. Murphy paid a high compli- 
ment to the Provident Association, stating that it 
did a vast amount of good in the city and extended 
its aid with @reat fairness. “They are so just in 
this respect," said he, ‘that l have feit it was my 
duty to give them all the aid in my power, and I 
have offered Mr. Scruggs my services as one of the 
Provident Association collectors if required.” 

The reporter also called upow Mr. Joseph T. Don- 
ovan, another member of the St. Vincent de Paul! 
Council, who also siated that thus far the demands 
upon the society's funds had no. been as heavy as 
usual. It was desired, however, to secure a sum of 
several thousand dollars for the council, and the 
Ss Committee was at present engaged in de- 

means to that end. + 
RELIEF IN CARONDELET. 

The eunpiying of relief to the poor of Carondelet 
is accomplished partiy by the Carondelet Reliet As- 
sociation and partly by the St.Vincent de Paul As- 
sociation. The Carondelet Relief Assuciation is now 
in the fourteenth year of its existence and in those 
years it has done a vast amount of good in the 
Southern portion of the city. Among the presidents 
of the association have been: Hon. Henry. T. Blow, 
C. P. Chouteaun, 


W. F. Haines, Jobn B. Whitehead. 
Mr. Frederick W. Mott has been a vice-president 
gince the society began its operations and L. R. 
Woods, N. A. Hook and Christian Koeln have 
been prominent along its promiveut 
officers. it is purely a citizens’ association and 
its meetings, held every Saturday night, are 
always well attended. Speaking of its work Mr’ 
Mott said to-day: ‘a 

“During the winter of 1883-4 the association dis. 
tributed 4,000 bushels of coal, 3,192 loaves of- bread, 
1,522 pounds of meat and 531 medical prescriptions, 
In making .our distributions we confine ourselves 
solely to the actual nece-saries of life and only the 
worthy poor receive assistance. We have at pres- 
ent 275 persons in dire destitution who are receiv- 
ing help.” % 

“How do you get your money? 

“We have relied solely for our resources upon an 
annual donation from the Mayor, which has never 
exceed $125 until this winter, when Mr. Ewing gave 
us $200, and uponthe money obtained for enter- 
tainments given at Carondelet under the auspices 
of the society. Formerly we used to give an annual 
entertainment in connection with the St. Vincent de 
Paul Society, but of late years each has given its 
own, it being agreed that this was an improvement 
upon the old management. Our next entertainment 
comes off December 18, but we are a littie afraid 
that, on account of the hardness of the times, we 
shall not realize as much as formerly. We hope for 
the best, however, as it is very plain to us aiready 
that there will be more poverty in Carondelet this 
winter ever before.” 

“What is the extent of territory you cover?” 

“The whole of Carondelet. We zo as far west as 
the city limits, north as far as the Half-Way-lHonse, 
and south to the southern limits, with occasional 
visits to Luxemburg, where we have frequently re- 
lieved cases of distress which, though out of our 
jurisdiction, we knew would not be attended to 
uniess we took them in hand.” 

“How do you think the outiook is for your poor 
this winter?” 

“It is very gloomy. We are afraid that the )usi- 
ness depression will have the effect of diminishing 
our receipts and increasing :

The Cairo Short Line Shops Consumed in 
East St. Louis.

Given a play with practically onl one 
rson and with practicaily only one theme— 
that of revenge, and this motive, accompanied in 
the strongest tones by the kindred feelings of dis- 
appointed passion, cory and brooding hate, all end- 
ingin madness, and how many women could so 
simulate them as to make them so dignified, strong, 
natural, powerful and graphic asto enthrall the 
attention of a theater full of ple, and hold them 
spell-bound fortwo anda half hours? There are 
several women who can approximate very nearly to 
the required standard; thereis only one who can 
reach the full measure of wer, and she is Clara 
Morris. She is the personification of emotion and 
nervous intensity, so essential to the delineation of 
such a character.

From the moment she steps on the stage the 
capricious, simple, unsophisticated, but passionate 
chila of nature,who bas been introduced for the first 
time into the great; world. to the moment when she 
falls dead in a frenzy of madness there is scarcely a 
flaw ina motion, an action or a word to mar the 
complete roundness of the character she essays to 
delineate; the ch ter is sustained through the 
most trying situation without even a suggestion of 
weakness. Thereis probably not a character on 
the stage where a single failure to 
reach the height of dramatic action 
required would result so fatally as in Cora, and yet 
the strain is unbroken. Take the mad scene for 
instance; it is tying both on the nerves of the au- 
dienceand the capabilities of the artiste, and a 
single mistake, or the slighest indication of weak- 
ness or indecision, might render the whole thing ri- 
diculous, but such an indication is entirely wanting 
in Clara Morris, and whatever her hearers may 
think of her acting, there is no inclination to laugh, 
and not a single impression that she attempted 
more than she could do.

Clara Morris’ methods are so peculiarly her own 
thatshe places herseif bevond the canvas of com- 
moo criticism, The situations in Cora are so entirely 
rnoved from the general run of human experi- 
ences that few can say that.she errs in any particu- 
lar. One would have tosee nearly every case of 
madness to assert that her mad ravings were not 
natural and one is left to judge of the perfection of 
her art byits effect. If that be the criterion the 
judgment must be favorable. There isin every one 
a certain intuitive knowledge of the laws of human 
nature, andeven if the motive and its result 
be outside of one’s experience there are 
few even under such circumstances who could not 
recognize fidelity to nature by the respect it com- 
manded. Judged by this standard, Clara Morris 
does not fail.

Her performance last nicht showed no loss of 
power and no indieation of failing capacity, but, if 
possible, a gain of strength and intensity. The de- 
velopment of brooding hate and revenge into mad- 
ness, and her treatment of the gradual loss of men- 
tal balance are certainly marvelous, but I con- 
sider her work in the first act nearly as great 
achievements from an . artistic standpoint. 
There she is on the plane of common humanity, 
where a fault can be quickly detected by the aver- 
age person andthe artless prattle, the indecisive, 
restless actions and the capricious coquettish treat- 
ment of her lover are just as I think such a woman 
would act under similar circumstances. It is so 
smooth, easy and natural that her art is invisible. *

Comparisons are odious, but I cannot help com- 
paring the methods vf Miss Mather with Miss Mor- 
ris.

THE CASH BOX. 


The Secretary of the Treasury Gives 


an Account of His Stewardship.

The National Debt is Now $1,842,491, 


521 62, and the Cash in'‘the Treasury 
$434,008,572 93—A Commission Recom- 
mended on Foréign Trade—The Silver 
Dollar—The National “Banks--The De- 
crease of Circulation. 


Wasuinertonr, D. C., November 1.—The report of 
the Secretary of the Treasury is one of the longest 
and most interesting of the Executive documents of 
the year. It begins with an examination of the 
revenue for the fiscal year ending June 30, 1884 
The total ordinary receipts were $348,519,869 92, of 
which more than half, $194,067,489 76, was derived 
from customs, the next largest item being internal 
revenue, which yielded $121,586,072 51. The other 
chief items of the revenue were derived from the 
sale of public lands, which yielded $9,810,705 01; 
profits on coinage, $4,250,609 30; from consular pat- 
ent and land fees, $3,248,937 57. 

The ordinary expenses of the year were $290,916,- 
473 83, of which the largest items were for pen- 
sions, $55,429.228 06; interest on the public debt, 
$54,578,378 48; sinking fnnd, $46,790,229 50; public 
buildings, lighthouses, and collecting. the revenue, 
$43,939.710; military establishment. including river 
and harbor improvement and arsenals, $39,429,603,- 
36; civil expense, $22,312,907 71. 

The surplus of revenue over expenditure was 
$57,603,386 09. This surplus, with the exception of 
$3,466,541 09, which was added to the cash in the 
treasury, was applied to the redemption of a num- 
ber of different outstanding debts, the chief pay- 
ment being made on the loan of July 12, 1882, on 
which was paid $52,260,650. 

The requirement for the sinking-fund for the 
drape fiscal year will be $47,620,201; $27,067,052 has 

en applied during the first four months of the 
present year. The decrease in customs revenue this 
year over last has been $19,639.007 17; in internal 
revenue $23.134,296 47. The net dec in the 
whole revenue has been $49,767,712 08. The net de- 
crease in expenditure is $21,281,893 21, 

The estimates of the revenue for the fiscal year 
ending June 30, 1885, are interesting and instructive. 
‘The total is put at $330,000,000. The total expendi- 
ture is put at $290,620,201 16. The customs poe 
are put at $185,000,000; internal revenue, $115,000,000. 
The chief items of expenditure are, civil and miscel- 
laneous expenses, $70,250,000; pensions, $53,000,000; 
interest on public debt, $51,250,000; sinking fund, 
$47.620,201 16; military establishment, river and har- 
bor improvements, $42,000,000. The estimated sur- 
plus is 339,379,798 84. Based on a similar calculation 
the surplus revenue forthe year ending June 30, 
1886, will be $50,000,000. 

The outstanding interest-bearing debt on October 
31, 1854, was $1,206,475,600., 

FOREIGN TRADE AND TAXATION. 

A large part of the report is devoted 
to foreign trade and taxation. The history 
of the American grain trade is here told at 
lencth, beginning with the opening of the Erie 
Canal. The effect of cheap transportation in open- 


| ing up the West is dilated upon, and Secretary 


McCulloch draws the conclusion that what the 
farmers wanted years ago is whatthe manufactur- 
ers want now, a market where their ucts may 
be sold. Unless America can share the trade now 
monopolized by Europe, itis believed the present 
depression in trade must continue. The Secretary 
does not attempt to point out how the foreign trade 
is to be fostered. He contents himself with dis- 
laying its paramount importance to the United 
States, and recommends that a commission be ap- 
yinted to be composed of men wedded neither to 
ree trade nor protection, who will prosecute the 
inquiry into the question of foreign trade, and rec- 
ommend such legislation as will give us our share 
of it. The Secretary hopes that the existing duties 
on raw materials to be ; in 
manufacture should be removed, and that the 
duties on articles consumed by those 
ieast able to bear the burden of taxation should be 
removed. In the internal revenue no good reason is 
seen forany tax, except the one on whisky. The

less Government aid is given our shipping interest, 
the carry trade of the world will continue to be done 
on foreign bottoms. He recommends subsidies in 
the form of liberal payments for the transportation 
of mails or otherwise to encourage the investment 
of capital in steamships. 
THE PUBLIC DEBT. 

On August 31, 1865, the public debt, not including 
bonds issued to the Pacific Railroad, amounted to 
$2,844.649,626 59, and there was cash in the treasury 
$85.218,055 13. Amount of debt less cash in the 
treasury, $2,756,431,571 43. 

On November 2, 1884, the public debt was $1.842,- 
491.521 62; cash in the treasury, $434,008.572 93: 
net debt, $1,408.482,948 69. The annual interest 
cherge is now $47,323,831 50, and the average rate 
is 3.92 per cent. 

THE SILVER DOLLAR. 

The Secretary does not belive that the silver 
dollar should be demonetized, but he holds that 
combined legislation of all the nations is yer enayy 
to make it at one with gold. The present value o 
the silver dollar is 85 centsin gold. The amount of 
silver in the treasury is so large that itis burden- 
some, and additional vaults will have to be built for 
its accommodation. The only thing 
that prevents the silver dollar from faliing at once 
to & ‘cents is the fact that it is receiv in pay- 
ment of customs, He believes that if the coinage 
of silver is not stopped, the result will be that silver 
and not gold wiil become our metallic standard. 

it is estimated that there are in the country at 
this time $75,000,000 of fractional silver coins of 
various weights and finenesses. Nearly $30,000,000 of 
them are held in the treasury, and are practically 
unavailable as an asset. A large portion of them 
are in a badly abraded condition, having been in 
circulation for along period of years. To increase 
their bullion value so asto bring them up to the 
samme weight proportionately as the silver dollar 
would require about 4,000,000 ounces of silver. 

The reasons which existed at the time for making 
fractional siiver coins subsidiary to the dollar have 
ceased to exist, and as the price of silver is now 
lower than at any time since the summer of 1879, 
the present would seem a most favorable opportu- 
nity for accomplishing the. néeded improvement in 
these coins. The work could be effected by the 
mints during the next five years, in connection with 
the regular coinage authorized by law, without an 
increase of force Or interference with such regular 
coinage. 

THE NATIONAL BANKS. 

There were 2,672 national banks in operation on 
November 1, 1884. The number of new banks or- 
ganized durin —— r was191, with an aggregate 
capital of $16,042, 230. Circulating notes have been 
issued to those new institutions to the amount of $3.- 
854.530. Eleven national banks, with an aggre- 
gate capital of $1,285,000, have failed during the 
year ending November 1, 1882. The circnlation has 
decreased $25,156,452 during the year.
